See "More Power with the AT-1" by Lew McCoy, QST, October 1955, or "The 


Heathkit that's a Real McCoy!" ER #183, August 2004. Lew converted his AT-1 
to straight-through operation like you did, but he substituted a 6BQ6 for 
the 6L6 and he neutralized the final to get rid o those blips. He reported 
getting 25 watts out too on all bands except 10 meterswhere the final still 
doubled. He even tripled in the oscillator to get to 15 meters using 40 
meter crystals, another improvement over the original that used 5.25 mc 
crystals to get on 15. I have one, and it works well.

Tek equipment is very addictive. To me, if Tek isn't the pinnacle of 
American design and craftsmanship, it's very close. Tek has the package 
- very good design, outstanding build quality, and an unmatched service 
life. My Tek 543 still works great - the ten years I've owned it, it's 
been totally trouble-free with the exception of the rubber fan motor 
mounts. And this is from a scope that's older than I am! ;) 


Right now my Tek ‘scope count sits at 23. 13 of them I bought in one 
lot at the local DRMO auction for $35. Another 7 were bought in another 
$35 lot. How I can I turn down a lot of Tek scopes for $35? 


All but three or four will be sold or traded away, eventually. Like 
with old radios, Tek scopes have the same draw-backs - I can either own 
them and make them do what I want, or they'll own me. Which is why 
they'll go to friends, the hamfest, or the e-place, eventually. My move 
from one apartment to another in Houston and then from Houston to 


Huntsville Alabama convinced me that I shall be selective in my 
collecting habits to prevent my collecting habits from owning me. 


Speaking of the scopes, the Tek 543 is of course a keeper (my first real 
scope!), the 465M is a keeper, and the nearly-new 5110 is a keeper as it 
has a pair of differential plug-ins that I've found very useful lately 
when the need for differential measurements arises. Not sure if I'm 

going to keep the best of the 7613's (the lot of 13) or the 466. Seems 
like I should keep a storage scope around for when I might need one. 

The 7xxx series may win out - plug-ins for these are inexpensive and 
available all over the place. On the other hand, the 466 is a lot 

smaller and lighter. We'll see. Maybe I'll keep the 466 xand* a 7613. ;)

Funny - so far, the responses to my comment against Tek merely affirm my 
Opinion+ACE- They're overly complex, too big and heavy, and almost worthless, as 
the gummint bought, and subsequently dumped, gazillions of them. The 
less-extravagant ‘medical’ models, 502 and 503, can be used as modulation 
monitors, but I couldn't even GIVE the 547 away: after some ‘incognoscenti' 

fried it with a transmitter, I sold off the tubes and CRT, some knobs, the fan 
and it's mount, and the rest sits on my dock, awaiting scrap disposal. 


I still have a 321 on consignment. I replaced the power switch, fixed a plastic 
link to the vertical vernier (broken plastic is endemic to Teks), tested it (I 

was under-whelmed), and have been unable to sell it at any price+ACE- Speaking of 
consignment, I also have a nice but dusty 1M1 ‘plug in test unit' marked +ACIAJA-5 
firm+ACI- if anyone wants it. There was a 502/503 still out there, but the doofus 
that has it thinks it's worth +ACQ-100, so he gets to keep it ... 


I have a couple-three heavy military jobs - one was given to me outright, one I 
paid +ACQ-10 for out of kindness, and the third, a radar-test scope, I keep around
